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P ost-rationing Week-ends 


ORMALLY we would not subscribe to the tales of bad driving by others 
which relaxations of petrol rationing have evoked, but the experience of 
recent week-ends unhappily confirms the poor standards. Queue con- 

ditions and middle-ot-the-road meandering are back, and, more seriously, some 
drivers seem completely out of tune with modern speeds. It is important that 
motorists should remember that cruising speeds on the open road have gone up 
appreciably since 1939. 

The inability to do so is most frequently observed in the driver emerging from 
the minor road. To the surprise of those on the major road, he looks both ways, 
observes an approaching car, but none the less enters the major road, to be 
shocked by the suddenness with which the main-road car is upon him; this is a 
typical instance of speed misjudgment. Another is the length of time which it 
takes a slowly moving car to haul over in order that a follower may overtake. 

For the time being the remedy—to be applied particularly at week-ends—is a 
reduction of cruising speed on the part of those who have been able to drive con- 
sistently throughout the period of rationing. They may well be sceptical of the 
increase in cruising speeds, but its impact on them has been gradual, extending 
over the five years since the war. It is there, however, as can be seen from pub- 
lished figures. Likewise, patience must be exercised towards those who are 
once more conditioning themselves to unrestricted driving. For some time they 
will tend to drive much more slowly than they need, which is all to the good; 
but as the mileage increases their speeds will, in most cases, go up proportionately. 
The parallel is. provided for the experienced driver by his reactions on taking 
over a strange car. For the first mile or two 50 m.p.h. may seem quite fast; after 
he has got the feel of the car another 20 m.p.h. will evoke no extra concern. 

None the less, higher standards of judgment are necessary at higher speeds. 
The fastest drivers must remember that, as they must also give others time to 
acquire them. And those who are driving really old cars will do well to 
remember the mechanical stress involved in high speed. 


Triangle Obscurity 


HILE the confusion over the legality of the inverted triangle in the Halt 
sign is to be regretted, it is difficult to understand the satisfaction evinced 
by many motorists at the fact that the international position of the tri- 

angle has been found to lack precise legal backing; this position is being remedied. 

We cannot too strongly emphasize that the Halt sign, in the opinion of this 
journal, is one of the most important in use today, and it is in the interest of 
every motorist that the sign should be observed. Moreover, it is equally important 
that the halt should be complete, for that is the only guarantee that an actual 
pause will ensue in the car’s progress long enough for the driver to look both ways 
before proceeding. ; 

The frequent non-observance of this sign is a criticism of motorists, and pro- 
vides fuel for those who kindle the flames of antagonism between road users. And 
arguments as to the legality of the triangle position, or the precise meaning of the 
word halt, show a degree of irresponsibility that must be deplored. In only two 
respects are such signs open to criticism, one’ where the white line is badly 
positioned for visibility of the major road, and the second by their presence at 
junctions where a slight layout improvement would render them unnecessary. 

The long list of offenders against this sign—not by any means composed solely 
of motorists—is 2 source of shame to those who plead the responsibility of road 
users as regards safety, and the penalties, which might well be heavier, inspire 
no compassion. This sign should be respected.

and gives great confidence, but I wonder how many 

holiday drivers have looked into it closely? Those 
who have may be surprised to find that there is only one 
very small paragraph on the inside of the front cover ex 
plaining in English the purpose of the booklet, and that 
there is no explanation in any other language. There are, 
indeed, some 26 pages bearing text in more or less exotic 
languages, which on closer examination turn out to be 
blank forms for the authority of the foreign land concerned 
to forbid the holder to drive in his territory. 

1 confess that I had never spotted this until I acquired 
an international permit in order to drive in Moscow, and 
then it came as rather a shock. The Moscow militiaman 
is not noted for his high intellect and does not generally 
know a word of any language but his own; in view of the 
fact that my knowledge of his language was ‘‘nil plus,”’ 
and that I should not be able to explain the licence if 
stopped, the blank prohibition in Russian on page 25 would 
obviously. be an irresistible temptation to him. 

Two courses occurred to me to avoid this predicament. 
One was to-have a little piece typed out in Russian explain 
ing the licence and my importance, which could be stuck 
into. the’ permit; the other, not quite so easy, to avoid 
encounters with the militia. 

Of course, another way out of the difficulty would have 
been to take out a local licence, but this my lazy nature 
shirked. Acquiring a driving licence in Moscow is vastly 
more complicated than in this country. First you have to 
undergo a thorough medical examination, then, having 
learned a long and complicated highway code by heart— 
in comparison with which ours is child’s play—you are 
examined with the aid of models on a sand-table. If you 
pass this test, you are put through a driving test on the 
road, and I believe that nowadays you are also given a test 
on the mechanics. 

If you jump all those hurdles you are at last given a 
licence, which contains three ‘‘tickets,’’ one of which is 
taken away for each contravention of the law until, with 
the loss of the third, you find yourself debarred from 
driving.

I always have hated those 
boards with their muzzy letters, and to have to recogniz« 
them in Russian and give them Russian names was almost 
more than I could bear.

my Embassy colleagues who had been a wartime Welling- 
ton pilot! 

An elderly female doctor finished .off the ordeal ‘with a 
general examination in which it was hard not be insulted 


by her question, ‘‘Is he all right in the head?.’’ and I 
emerged clutching my certificate of medical fitness. 
Next, I started trying to learn my highway code. First 


I tried to use it as a textbook for my Russian lessons, but 
as the teacher did not know the English terms for the tech 
nical phrases, and we.were both foxed by the diagrams 
that was not much good. Then I gota kind friend to trans 
late the essential passages and started again. But there 
never seemed to be enough time to get down to it and, 
although my application for examination had been sent in 
and my three photographs submitted, I put off and put offi 
the ordeal. Really I think I resented having to bother with 
the whole rigmarole ; after all, I had driven for twenty years 
and in ten different countries without ever falling foul of 
the police, so why should I? Anyhow, after months I 
discovered that, theoretically, international permits are 
valid in the Soviet Union. An obliging A:A. was appealed 
to, and I was armed with this linguistic masterpiece (my 
wife, 1 might add, persevered and got her licence without 
the help of an interpreter!). 


Country Runs 


The real object of getting a licence was to drive out into 
the country where, in common with everyone who can 
manage it, we had secured a wooden house—a so-called 
dacha—in which to escape the heat, dust and flies of the 
Moscow summer. A friend and I had acquired an ancient 
Army staff car, a Ford, from the Embassy scrap-heap, and 
this we used for the daily twelve-mile run out of town. 
It was a grand car to drive, and the fact that the steering 
was by psychic bidding, braking an act of faith, and the 
engine given to stalling in traffic when cold, merely added 
to the fun. 

When you first drive in Moscow streets it is a terrifying 
experience. Luckily I had been driven for about a year 
before I tried myself and so I knew most of the tricks. 
For instance, I was no longer frightened when I saw the 
left-hand front door of a car open when it was in full flight. 
I knew that the passenger was not going to commit suicide 
and that it was just the driver signalling that he was going 
to turn left. Similarly, I had learned to spot the road 
signs. These are more or less standard international signs 
and are easier to understand than some of the crazy ideas 
we have to suffer in London; for instance, ‘‘ No Parking ”’ 
is a barred P, not a dab of coloured paint which might 
equally well indicate the presence of gas or infectious 
disease. But the signs are usually hung high up on the 
trolley bus or tram overhead wires, where they are not easy 
to see if you are a tall man with your eyes level with the 
top of the windscreen, especially if the signs are dancing 
in the breeze. 

Then, too, at practically every intersection there is a 
militiaman doing very smart baton drill, in addition to th: 
lights, and you take your time from him (another militia 
man controls the light from a box). 
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You drive on the right, of course, and you have to get 
to know at which cross roads you may turn to the left. On 
the big ring boulevard you are never allowed to do so; 
you have to go over the crossing, drive on for a couple of 
hundred yards till you see a sign with a curved arrow, and 
there you turn in a sweep in the middle of the road, 
returning the way you have come till you get to the 
crossing and turn right. It seems complicated, but works 
quite well in practice. Similarly if you wish to turn to the 
right at a crossing, you may infiltrate against the red light, 
providing that you are not inconveniencing pedestrians. 
But you have to watch out that you are in the right traffic 
line for the operation you want to perform, or Heaven help 
you ! 

[he general speed limit is 50 kilometres (31 miles) per 
hour, but there are many places where signs indicate a 15- 
kilometre (9-mile) limit, which is anyhow required ‘‘ when 
passing processions, columns, and where crowds of pedes- 
trians are in the roadway.’’ If you exceed the limit the

just outside the Moscow city boundaries to see lorries com 
ing from the country pulled up by a ditch while the drivers 
use the water to give them a hasty toilet. The fact that 
the drivers are filthy dirty, greasy and almost certainly 
verminous does not matter a jot. 

You can also be hauled up for mechanical defects, and 
I have seen cars stopped for emitting too much exhaust 
smoke. The authorities are fussy about the cars they allow 
on the road, and Jeeps are considered so “ uncultured 
that they are not licensed, as a friend of mine discovered 
after he had bought one. There are few genuinely privately 
owned cars, and those one sees about generally belong to 
an organization or firm. King of Soviet cars is the ZIS 
(‘‘ Factory in the Name of Stalin’’), a good copy of an 
American car selling at an astronomical figure. Probably 
the most-seen car is a utility saloon B.M.W., an apparently 
sound example of that excellent make delivered from Ger 
many as reparations. Then, too, there are the cars of every 
make taken from Germany and varying in stages of decay.

odds are that you will be gonged by-a speed cop on a 
Harley-Davidson (the standard militia machine). The one 
set of people who never get gonged are the big boys from 
the Kremlin. When they come along in their bullet- 
proof Packard-pattern ZIS, with a saloon-load of MVD 
security troops following, everything stops for tea. They 
zoom down the area in the middle of the road, normally 
prohibited to traffic, the militiamen go mad and all lights 
go in their favour. You do your best to fade into the 
background. 

The biggest natural hazard is provided by the pedes- 
trians. According to the rules they should cross major 
streets only at marked crossings and can be fined on the 
spot for disobeying, but it is obvious that the habit of the 
peasant from the open steppes dies hard. Throughout the 
town hundreds of militiamen walk up and down whistling 
at each offender they see—I once counted ten whistlers in 
the quarter-mile of street I could see from my flat—but 
usually while the officer is occupied with one offender 
another slips across behind his back. All this does not 
help the motorist very much, for it is laid down that if he 
hits a pedestrian it is his fault. 

Another thing which can get the driver into trouble is 
the state of his car. The Russians are madly keen on 
‘‘culture’’ (often what we might call ‘‘ respectability ’’), 
a trait easily understandable in a nation only now emerging 
from a peasant way of life, and in the term ‘‘culture’’ is 
included the cleanliness of cars. I several times suffered 
the indignity of being pulled up in a near-new official 
Humber because in the depths of winter it had snow frozen 
to it after standing out all night. And it is a common sight

These vary from Horch and Mercedes, with an occasional 
12-cylinder Maybach, to rattletrap Opels and Wanderers 
A Russian version of the small Opel, called the Moskwich, 
is a rather tinny car which, together with its younger brother 
the Pobieda, is appearing in increasing numbers and bids 
fair to oust the purely German cars from first place. But 
it is interesting that in spite of all Soviet claims for their 
engineering there is not one single genuinely Soviet car 
of original design. 

The normal makes of car can get about quite well on the 
main roads. Those inside Moscow radiate from the Kremlin 
like spokes of a wheel, linked by two circular boulevards 
which make it very easy to get from one point to another 
in the city. These roads are, on the whole, very well kept 
and are largely closed to lorry traffic, horses and cycles. 
But get on to the side roads and your springs have a pretty 
endurance test. There are few pneumatic drills about and 
most of the breaking-up of old surface is done by pairs of 
hefty young women armed with cold chisel and sledge- 
hammer. The result is that repairs take some time, and 
on some roads the traffic resembles the field in a ladies’ 
race at-a point-to-point going for the first fence as drivers 
weave their way round the potholes. And apart from a 
couple of big highways out of Moscow the roads outside 
the city are narrow and bumpy. Add lorry drivers who 
are nothing if not temperamental, and inclined to slalom 
racing, and who at night turn out all their lights when they 
meet you, and you may guess that driving around Moscow 
is not a very attractive sport. So perhaps it does not 
matter that foreign diplomats are not allowed to pass a 
thirty-mile limit without a special police permit!

Road Numbering to Go? 


HE possibility that the numbering of 

roads might be changed was hinted 
by the Minister of Transport in the 
House last week. It occurred during a 
brief discussion on London traffic plans. 
Brigadier Medlicott, who initiated it, 
declared that transport congestion in 
London had reached strangulation point. 
The Government were only tinkering 
with the problem. 

Mr. Barnes, the Minister of Transport, 
speaking as a practical motorist, con- 
fessed to some sympathy with the 
objection to the road number principle. 
In dealing with the British public it was 
often found that however desirable the 
purpose might be they just would not 
follow the direction. The average

R. P. Gordon-Jones 


EADERS of this journal will join 

with its Editors and staff in mourn- 
ing the death of R. P. Gordon-Jones, 
whose technical articles have many 
times appeared in these pages. Roderic 
Gordon-Jones was the unusual combina- 
tion of engineer and writer, for his theses 
—notably on combustion and its allied 
aspects—had a clarity of expression that 
enabled the most complicated pheno 
mena to be casily understood by the lay- 
man in such matters. His ability was 
backed by a modest charm, and only 
the illness which eventually claimed him 
prevented more of his articles from 
reaching readers of The Autocar. 

He had had a long career in engineer- 
ing, being at various times technical 
assistant in the aero-engine experimen- 
tal test department of Armstrong 
Siddeley’s, technical observer in the 
experimental test department of Bris- 
tol’s, and designer for the engine section 
of the Gordano company of Bristol. 
He died suddenly on June 18. 


PETROL TAX STAYS 


[= first all-night sitting of the House 

of Commons in this Parliament was 
largely occupied with consideration of the 
increased petro] tax, and its effect on the 
cost of living. An Opposition amend- 
ment to abolish the extra 9d duty was 
eventually defeated by 302 votes to 288, 
a Government majority of 14. 

In moving the amendment Mr. Lyttel- 
ton (Conservative) said that this country 
was the most highly taxed in the 
Commonwealth in the matter of petrol. 
Where relief from taxation was necessary 
it must be obtained by economy in 
Government expenditure. There were 
massive trade reasons which made the tax 
thoroughly unsound. The increased tax 
would particularly hit the middle classes 
and the whole of the population who 
travelled to work would find the cost of 
doing so greatly increased. The anti 
motoring policy of the Government had 
always persisted He thought it arose 
originally from the view that the motor 
car belonged to the privileged few ard 
that therefore to be anti-motorist was to 
be a good Socialist! 

Mr. Gaitskell, the Minister of State 
for Economic Affairs, who made the 
main Government reply, defended the 
tax, the purpose of which, he said, was 
to ‘‘raise the wind’’ to provide the 
necessary finance to enable the promised 
income tax reductions to be made. It 
had been suggested that now that petrol 
was derationed this increase in duty was 
no longer necessary. - The effect of the 


amendment would be to reduce the 
increased revente of {68,500,000 from 
petrol, plus the further {20,000,00 ex- 
pected to be received as a result of 
derationing, to approximately 
£10,000,000. In addition, the Treasury 
expected over {£3,500,000 from licence 
duties following the derationing of petrol, 
so that the net effect of derationing 
should be some {23,500,000 more in 
revenue. The greater part of this sum 
would be absorbed by changes already 
announced. The Opposition must face 
up to the fact that the tax on petrol had 
been increased to find the money for the 
income tax reductions. In relation to the 
petrol tax, income tax had become too 
high. 

The Chancellor said that the tax would 
have no effect on the relationship between 
road and rail transport. If he had 
intended such an effect it would have 
been necessary to put a real tax of per- 
haps 3s to 5s on petrol to get a big 
enough difference to influence traffic 
That was not the object of the tax 
Since the tax was introduced it had been 
possible very much to reduce the dollar 
content of the extra petrol. Therefore 
the argument on dollars was not so 
strong, but it was still a valid argument 
that petrol was an article which on the 
whole they desired not to be used more 
than necessary in Britain. It was not 
the Government’s policy to raise the cost 
of living. That might be the effect of a 
tax, but it was not the purpose

COMMENTS. FROM THE OTHER SIDE OF THE PETROL PUMP 


Wrong Both Ways 
HE phrase ‘‘the customer is 
| always right” is particularly 
true of the motor trade. Con- 
versely, we on the other side of the 
petrol pump are always wrong and the 
consequences of our errors are apt to 
be much more serious than in most 
trades. If my wife goes into a shop 
to buy a hat she is quite likely to con- 
demn a proffered specimen as being 
impossible ; the well-trained sales girl 
will tactfully agree that the hat 
doesn’t quite . suit modom’s style, 
while secretly thinking that modom is 
a fool not to buy it, and no harm is 
done. But it is not so easy for us 
to confirm the customer’s rectitude 

without suffering for it. 

What lands us in trouble is trying to 
think for our customers, as we so often 
must. For example, a customer leaves 
his car with us in the morning with 
instructions to carry out certain re- 
pairs or adjustments and to park the 
car in the railway station yard when 
we close as he is going up to town for 
the day and returning on the last 
train. While work is in progress we 
discover that a satisfactory job cannot 
be completed without further expen- 
sive repairs for which we have no 
mandate. We cannot possibly make 
contact with the customer, and we 
cannot leave him stranded at the 
station with no car to get home in; 
if we carry out the additional repairs 
without authority we shall be wrong 
when the customer gets the bill ; if we 
don’t we shall be wrong for not doing 
the job properly. 


Legally Permitted 


EVERAL chapters of a book have 
been written on the subject of the 
legal aspects of repair instructions and 
other contractual relationships be- 
tween motorists and garages but, per- 
haps fortunately for us, the average 
motorist does not read such books. In 
general I suspect that the average 
garage is just as ignorant of the finer 
points of law as the average motorist, 
with the result that most negotiations 
are conducted in a spirit of mutual 
trust and it is not until something goes 
seriously wrong that the law is in- 
voked. 
Some garages, however, make an 
attempt to cover themselves against 


possible victimization (the black sheep 
are not all on our side of the petrol 
pump) by printing lists of conditions 
on their repair order forms, car order 
forms, garage tickets and-.so on. 
Customers are asked to sign the repair 
order forms and, in theory, no work 
beyond what has been authorized is 
carried out without a further signed 
order. In practice it is, for obvious 
reasons, impossible to adhere to the 
strict letter of such a system and the 
conditions listed on the form are of 
no value unless the customer is made 
to read them before signing 


Bitten 

URTHERMORE, many customers 

who prefer to conduct business on 

a basis of mutual trust treat the whole 
system as a lot of irritating red tape. 
This leads me to a rather amusing 
story. A certain very well-organized 
firm with several branches keeps all 
ledger accounts at the head office. One 
copy of every branch repair order is 
sent to this office for accounting pur- 
poses. It was noticed that on- many 
of these repair orders the customer's 
signature was missing and the branch 
managers were sharply told that cus- 
tomers’ signatures must be obtained. 
One branch manager in particular, an 
old friend of mine, protested that he 
would lose several of his oldest and 
best customers if he demanded a signa 
ture for every repair, but his pro- 
tests were over-ruled and he made a 
genuine effort to play ball. Two cus- 
tomers at once threatened to. close 
their accounts, but a third was rather 
more subtle; he agreed to sign the 
forms, but on subsequent close inspec- 
tion it was seen that instead of his 
usual signature he had appended a 
Very Rude Word. Chuckling to him- 
self my friend sent the forms in with- 
out comment. After some months 
head office again complained that 
many repair orders were arriving un- 
signed. My friend got on the phone 
and said: ‘‘ This business of signing 
repair orders: turn up your copy of 
repair order No. 1234.’’ “‘ All right.’’ 

‘Well, just have a look at the signa- 
ture.”’ 

**Oh, I say, it looks like... 

** That’s exactly what it is, and that 
goes for me, too.’’

I understand the motoring associations 
give a warning that the usual brass 
plate may not be accepted by foreign 
customs officials as evidence of chassis 
and engine numbers ; this has meant a 
lot of scraping and scratching of 
chassis frames and, in some cases, the

manufacture acceptable evidence in a 
place where it can be seen ; not always 
an easy job on modern cars, the frames 
of which are mostly concealed by a lot 
of sheet metal or, when visible at all, 
are not easy to get at.

NATIONAL BENZOLE MIXTURE 
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ESPITE reports that the experimen- 
tal three-cylinder D.K.W. was to be 
made in Germany it has at last been 

decided that production in the Western 
Zone of Germany is to be started with 
a two-cylinder two-stroke car. It is 
developed from the popular pre-war de- 

i but with a revised frame and 
chassis layout, more powerful engine and 
completely new bodywork. The new 
designs were shown at the Berlin Show. 

The great Auto Union organization, 
centred in the Eastern Zone of Germany, 
has been nationalized, but independent 
activities are being carried on in the 
Western Zone. Motor cycles are again in 
production at Ingolstadt, in the American 
area, and the cars are to be built in the 
former Rheinmetall-Borsig factory at 
Dusseldorf. The first cars are expected 
to leave the line in July, and production 
will be mainly reserved for the home mar- 
ket for the time being. 

Before the war the D.K.W. was one 
of Europe’s most popular small cars, and 
some of its main features have been re- 
tained in the new Meisterklasse model. 
The 688 c.c. twin-cylinder two-stroke 
engine is still mounted transversely and 
drives the front wheels through a three- 
speed gear box, but the whole power 
plant has been turned round so that the 
engine and gear box are now ahead of 
the front wheels and not behind them. 
This has permitted a reduction of ro}in 
in wheelbase without loss of passenger 
and luggage space. 

Power has been increased to 23 b.h.p. 
by raising the compression from 5.9 to 
6.3 to 1 and using a downdraught Solex 
carburettor. Lubrication is by oil mixed 








with the petrol. In the D.K.W. design a 
flat-topped piston is used, and there are 
two inlet ports to one exhaust. Expul- 
sion of the exhaust gases is effected by 
the cross-current produced when the in- 
going charges from the two opposed inlet 
ports collide. This eliminates the seed 
for a deflector piston with its extra 
weight and large lump of metal on the 
crown. The engine has an aluminium 
cylinder head. 

As on pre-war cars, the gear box is 
very simple, with three speeds and re- 
verse obtained by sliding pinions, and is 
chain driven from the crankshaft. There 
is no synchromesh, but easy gear chang- 
ing is ensured by a free wheel which can 
be locked if required by a control inside 
the car. The gear lever is now on the 
steering column. 

The chassis frame is redesigned, having 
two widely swept box section side mem- 
bers in place of the previous single back- 
bone, and the front suspension is 
changed, having a transverse leaf spring 
and two wishbones below it in place 
of the double transverse leaf springs used 
before the war. Another innovation is 
the provision of hydr&ulic brakes for all 
four wheels. Rear suspension is un-

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IKE all the Allies in the recent war, 
L: the British Forces received large 
numbers of American Jeeps and 
obtained excellent service from _ these 
rugged and versatile little vehicles. 
When the fighting ceased, the British 
Fighting Vehicles Design Establishment 
decided to initiate development work on 
a more elaborate vehicle which could be 
produced with British resources. Design 
requirements were: A_ better cross- 
country performance than the Jeep, to 
be obtained by using independent sus- 
pension all round and a more powerful 
engine; an additional seat, more comfort 
and more stowage space; built-in water 
proofing for both electrical equipment 
and mechanical parts; better radio 
operation by use of two-speed generator 
and larger batteries; and greater suit- 
ability for tropical and arctic operation. 
Experiments were made with stressed 
skin integral construction and flat-four 
engines on prototypes produced by 
Nuffield Mechanisations, Ltd., but finally 
it was decided to revert to the use of a 
chassis and orthodox engine layout. The 
final design was evolved by the F.V.D.E. 
in collaboration with Nuffield Mechanisa- 
tions, and the new vehicle has been 
passed far adoption by the British Army. 
Its official designation is ‘‘ The Light 
Car 5cwt 4x4 (F.V.1800).”"" As will be 
seen from the illustrations it is a larger 
vehicle than the Jeep and in general 


character comes somewhere between the 
Jeep and the American command car of 
the recent war.

box, immediately behind the engine, 
This has large Warner baulk ring syn- 
chronizers on all gears and the usual 
spigot bearing has been replaced by a 
substantial roller bearing, carried in a 
web in the gear box casting. 

From the gear box, a short sloping 
propeller-shaft takes the drive to a rear 
transmission casing mounted on_ the 
frame. This incorporates the differen- 
tial, forward and reverse gears, the drive 
to the winch and the drive connection 
for the front wheels of the car. The 
working of this transmission unit is con- 
trolled by a second lever alongside the 
driving seat which gives forward, reverse 
or winch positions and there is a third 
lever to engage two- or four-wheel drive. 
The drive to the front wheels is engaged 
by spring-loaded dogs and the lever can 
be moved fully into position even if the 
dogs butt against each other because the 
springs bring them into engagement as 
soon as the correct alignment is 
achieved. Drive to the front wheels is 
effected by a fairly lengthy propeller- 
shaft. 

Front and rear axle casings are re 
siliently mounted on cross members 
which can be unbolted and removed from 
the car. The articulated drive shafts 
from the differentials are fully enclosed 
and have constant velocity universal 
joints at their inner and outer ends.

tically the same for all four wheels, hav- 
ing upper and lower wishbones of 
unequal lengths with the lower wish- 
bones splined to longitudinal torsion 
bars. The range of wheel movement has 
been made as large as possible, the only 
limitation being the angularity accepted 
by the universal joints in the transmis- 
sion. Instead of conventional bump 
stops, there are tapered rubber cones 
attached to the chassis in inverted steel 
cups. The rubber comes into contact 
fairly early in the upward movement of 
the suspension and as it is compressed its 
freedom to distort is progressively re- 
stricted by the steel cup so that the sus- 
pension has an increasing rate as the 
wheel rises. There are telescopic hydrau- 
lic dampers offering greater resistance to 
rebound than they do to upward move- 
ment. Screw-type bearings are used for- 
the upper ends of the wishbones and 
also for the steering king pins. 

The steering gear is rack and pinion, 
a simple, efficient type which fits the 
geometry of the independent suspension 
system. Hydraulic brakes- are fitted, 
with two-leading shoes at the front, and 
at the rear a floating cylinder is used 
with fixed shoe abutment. Cooling is by 
a gilled tube radiator pressurized to rolb 
per sq in with a ten-bladed fan, driven 
through a friction clutch to avoid 
damage when entering deep water. 

The electrical system is completely 
waterproofed and screened against radio 
interference. The only action necessa: 
to prepare the car for wading throu 
deep water is to close a plug on the bat-

tery box and fit a stack pipe to the car- 
burettor air cleaner. There are two 12- 
volt batteries in heat-insulated boxes 
under the front seats connected in series 
to give a 24-volt supply. For arctic use 
provision is made for heaters in the bat- 
tery boxes. 

Besides producing a vehicle which is 
easy to drive, a great deal of care has 
been given to ease of manufacture and 
servicing. Many of the engine com- 
ponents are interchangeable with the 
six- and eight-cylinder military power 
units and most of the accessories are 
common to other post-war army vehicles. 
Existing tools such as _ gear-shaving 
cutters, spline broaches, and so on, have 
been used where possible and the number 
of spare parts has been cut down as far 
as possible. For example, the torsion 
bars, having no pre-setting, are inter- 
changeable between any of the four posi- 
tions on the car. Wishbones are all 
machined from the same pair of forgings 
and can be inter-changed diagonally 
across the vehicle, between front and 
rear. Half shafts, differential cages, 
bevel gears and constant velocity univer- 
sal joints are interchangeable right to 
left and front to rear. 

For overhaul, the whole power plant, 
consisting of engine, radiator and gear 
box, can be removed rapidly as one unit 
or each item can be removed separately 
Wherever possible oil-less bearings have 
been used and elsewhere large oil reser- 
voirs are provided. For example, the 
tubular track rods are filled with oi] to 
lubricate the steering ball joints.

Perhaps the most surprising feature of 
the vehicle is the use of vulnerable press- 
ings for wings and bonnet panels. The 
wings and bonnet of the original Jeep 
could easily be fabricated in the field by 
a competent fitter with the aid of some 
sheet steel and the horizontal surfaces of 
the wings and bonnet were greatly appre- 
ciated by the troops, if only as a rest for 
a billy-can of tea. The new curved 
panels would also appear to offer greater 
possibility of light reflections whicn will 
catch the eye of an enemy. Another 
strange point is the position of the head 
lamps projecting beyond the radiator 
grille where they seem doomed to early 
demolition in service conditions. Side 
and tail lamps also project more than 
seems desirable. Finally, the bumpers, 
unlike those on the original Jeep, offer 
no direct protection to the wings.

GERARD'S THIRD MANX SUCCESS 


CONSISTENT RELIABILITY WINS EMPIRE TROPHY 


N spite of the presence of four 4CLT Maseratis, Bob Gerard’s 1937 E.R.A. 
I (B-type chassis, C-type engine with Roots blower) once more won the twelfth 
B.R.D.C. Empire Trophy race, run over the Isle of Man circuit last Thursday, 


COOPERS FAIL 


June 15. The race suffered from the paucity of entries, accentuated by the elimi- 
nation of three cars in one crash on the third lap during a rain shower, but Gerard’s 
successful run was in itself an object lesson; second came T. C. Harrison's 
E.R.A., and then the first Maserati, driven by Baron de Graffenried. 

The Manx Cup race went to the O.B.M. of Oscar Moore, a well-deserved and 
popular win by a consistent trier; no fewer than seven 1,000 or 1,100 c.c. Coopers 
were among the entrants, but not one of them completed the course. Second—as 
in last year’s race—ran the Riley of Gordon Shillito, by a very narrow margin from 


Culpan’s Le Mans Frazer-Nash. 


HE weather during practice had 
remained fine in spite of a cold 
wind, but local prophets were forecasting 
in showers on Thursday morning, 
before the races. However, nothing 
occurred, and just before 2 p.m. the 23 
starters in the Manx Cup race (for cars 
up to 2,500 C.c. OF 1,000 C.c. super- 
charged) took their places on the starting 
id. The front rank was all Cooper 
Hector Graham, John Cooper, Eric 
Brandon), and then came Jacob’s M.G., 
Tyrer’s B.M.W., the O.B.M. and Mer- 
rick’s Cooper. Non-starters were three in 
number: de Mattos’ Cromard Special 
(back axle, in practice), Winterbottom’s 
Cooper (crankshaft, in practice) and 
Kelly’s I.R.A. (car not ready). :

MAIN ROAD DODCGING 


OW that petrol is “‘ free’’ only 
one thing is left to militate 
against the pure touring jaunt 

in merely homely country—the high 

price. I do not know how others 

regard it, but I think 3s a gallon 

begins to force one to put an {sd 

value on scenery. If the area chosen 

is famously scenic—Devon or the 

Lake District, the Highlands or 

the South Coast—then the gallons expended may be 

well worth it even at three-and-something apiece. But I 

think that 60 miles, using two gallons and costing six 

shillings, may disturb the sense of values of a motorist if 

the route which he chooses is pleasant without being ex- 
citing. He may be disappointed because of the cost. 

In order to avoid this sense of disappointment I have 

been turning once again to maps of familiar places. Called 

upon by duty to drive from A to B, I have studied the 

main road line, cast about for parallel routes amongst the 

side roads, and discovered once again how little I know of 

England. Those of you who have used A4 between Read- 

ing and Newbury, passing quickly through Theale, Wool- 

hampton and Thatcham into the Berkshire market town,

what do you know of Burghfield, Taree Firs, Round Oak, 
Baughurst and Ramsdell? They lie, most of them, ona 
parallel route to A4 about four miles to the south, and they 
made up my by-pass route from Berkshire to Hampshire op 
a recent sunny morning. 

I had to be down in the New Forest by lunchtime, an# 
my normal main road route would have been to join Aj 
as quickly as possible. If, however, I went through Read 
ing and took the third turn to the left after crossing the 
railway line under A4 to the west of the town, I reasoned 
that I could join A3o at Basingstoke via the villages met 
tioned without expending more than a half-gallon of exta 
petrol ; at 1s 6d it was more than worth it. 

After leaving the Bath Road the route is wide and wind 
ing through normal Berkshire country. There were elms, 
willows, distant hills, and the sun rippling over the breeze 
imbued young wheat. By the time the car reaches Burgh 
field it is climbing the once-distant hills and the scent 
changes abruptly. This point is Burghfield Hill, leading 
up to Burghfield Common, and by the time you hav 
reached Three Firs (a public house at a cross-roads and@ 
cottage or two) your car is in a wonderful heathland. 

At least, I think so. Heathland to me is an intens 
pleasure, for my appreciation of hedged fields and me& 
dows, primly secluded gardens and well-defined coppices, 
does not prevent a faint feeling of claustrophobia. One # 
shut out by them and confined to the narrow lanes. Up of 
the heath there is room for the soul to expand; the aff 
is fresher, and tinged with the scent of bracken peat, Scots 
pines and the ubiquitous heather. Such fences as once 
existed have mouldered away as landlords’ pockets became 
ever shorter, and the placing of trees is haphazard, for 
they ‘‘ just growed.’’ Im such areas there are not many 
peoplé—a relief in this crowded Home Counties area. 9 
you drive up on to the heathland just south of the Batf 
Road with a feeling of escape from a cloying intimacy. 

In the spring it is at its best. The dark green of the 
pines is hardly tipped with the new green of this year’s 
needles ; full honours for that colour go to the birches, 
newly shooting. Choose a spot where they back the pine 
boles, the sun shining through them and adding to theif

eam lustre. Sit down on the warm mat of last year’s needles 
and survey the scene ; Nature is an artist at setting a stage. 

At Three Firs you may go left or right. We went left 
across Mortimer Common to run off the heath for a moment 
as the route joins the east-west Aldermaston road at 3ooft. 
A little stream runs down this valley, and a very pleasant 
little valley it is. Turn right for Aldermaston. 

How straight the road is, and how straight are most 
of its neighbours! Silchester provides the reason for this 
rectitude, the Roman Calleva Atrebatum. It is a stone’s 
throw to the south and the roads are no doubt overlaid 
on the paths that Roman footprints made. 

You are back on the heath again, still more open now, 
and with something about it that suggests the “‘ blasted ’’ 
adjective. Wind or fire has felled many a young tree in 
the past and its rotten bole, propped up by a spiky dead 
branch or two, lies starkly in the heather. The shining 
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white of rain- and sun-washed ‘ ’ which make 


* lucky stones,’ 
up a large part of the gravelly soil, suggests dead bones on 


a lifeless The dark green of the more distant 
pines suddenly becomes sombre, and if a cloud crosses the 
sun you may well shiver in spite of the warm air. Heath- 
land is like that—a moody land, mood-inspiring. 

Near Aldermaston the road passes the Decoy Pond ; even 
the map gives it that name, and the embankment which 
retains the water proves that it is artificial. But artificial 
or not it is a handsome pond, alongside which the car can 
be driven safely over the stones. Better take a last look at 
red-brick Aldermaston, one of Berkshire’s prettiest villages ; 
it is about to become an adjunct to Harwell, farther north, 
and will disappear in the holocaust of new towns, atom 
plants and development plans which is being visited on 
Berkshire. At the end of the war it was suddenly dis- 
covered that this reprehensibly unspoilt county, alone 
amongst the Home Counties, had not benefited by Pro- 
gress, and this deplorable state of affairs is about to be 
remedied. 


Desolation 


You can see some of the traces of Progress—admittedly 
war-dictated—in the desolate remnants of Aldermaston’s 
war-time airfield. What Yankee ghosts tumble out of 
ethereal aircraft on to those cracking runways in the black 
nights of winter? Does the sound of a juke-box record, 
playing, perhaps, “‘ I'll never smile again,’’ echo round the 
tin-roofed huts to disturb the melancholy owls? Deserted 
airfields are gloomy places when the moon is transformed 
into an Aldis signal lamp by flying cloud and the wind 
sighs for the lost years of 1939-1945. 

I crossed A340, continued for one mile, and then turned 
left for Baughurst. The villages on this route—except 
Aldermaston—are not places in which to linger, though 
the church at Ramsdell sits prettily atop a hill. The road 
—now heading south—leaves the heath. Over to the left 
is Tadley, known locally as Tadley-God-help-us. The story 

that an aviator made a forced landing in the early 
days of aircraft at Tadley. He climbed down from. his 
plane and asked a fearful inhabitant where he was, to re- 
ceive the answer, “‘ Tadley—God help us.’’ As I was liv- 
ing in the neighbourhood at the time (though I did not see 
the aircraft!) the laugh is on me as much as it is on Tadley 
G.H.U. and I cannot be accused of taking the rise out of 
Berkshire’s amiable neighbours over the county border. 

The countryside has changed again. When the road once 
more climbs it is up to the downland of vast distances, 
sun-dappled ploughland and lonely farms. At 5ooft A339 
comes in on the right and soon you join John Thornycroft 
in Basingstoke. A by-pass indeed—for both car and spirits, 
for the Bath Road and A340 and A339, however good they 
are, do not provide the escape from everyday things which 
belongs to the high heathland and the milky lucky stones.

STRIKING feature of the 
A famous Thousand Miles Trial 

of 1900 was the remarkable 
reliability of a strange-looking 
voiturette known as the Wolseley. 
It was made by the Wolseley Sheep- 
Shearing Machine Co., Ltd., ‘of Bir- 
mingham, and it had already taken 
part in a so-called reliability trial 
which consisted of nothing more 
strenuous than a trip from Birming- 
ham to Coventry and back. Its 
presence at Hyde Park Corner, 
London, on that chilly morning of 
Monday, April 23, 1900, caused no 
particular comment; it was just one 
of sixty-five motor vehicles of all 
kinds which faced the starter to 
accomplish the most exacting trial so 
far. held in this country. 

Matters .had not progressed far 
before the fact became apparent that 
this little Wolseley two-seater was 
something: rather out of. the ordinary 
both as regards reliability and as a 
hillclimber. Night after night it 
would turn up, with the regularity of 
a clock,:at the various exhibitions, 
and its hill-climbing powers up all the 
test hills distinguished it from numbers 
of other cars; in that in no instance

did the passenger have to dismount to 
give assistance. 

When the results were compared, 
this Wolseley Voiturette (costing {225) 
was awarded the first prize in Class B, 
a prize of {10 awarded by the 
Daily Mail, and a silver medal by 
the Automobile Club de France. It 
completed the entire course at a speed 
up to the legal limit of 12 m.p.h., a 
feat performed by only eleven other 
cars out of the sixty-five starters. 

Here surely was a car with a future. 
The specification on these pages shows 
its features. 

The radiator is of the long-since- 
defunct Loyal type having two small 
tanks, one at either side of the bonnet. 
The engine is undoubtedly over- 
cooled. 

The transmission is very unusual. 
A flat belt takes the drive from the 
engine to a three-speed gear box 
which can be shifted forwards and 
backwards—to loosen or tighten the 
belt and so produce a clutch effect. 
The power is then carried rearwards 
by two external side chains in the 
orthodox manner of half a century 
ago. Engine control is effected by a 
notched lever on the side of the body

A year or two ago, when I was 
collecting material -for a book I was 
writing on the history of the Wolseley 
company, I was delighted to find this 
very car standing in the private 
museum of the company at their 
works in Birmingham. I recognized 
it in a moment as_an old friend of 
the Thousand Miles Trial, but it was 
with grave misgivings that I lifted the 
bonnet, expecting -to find some 
anachronism beneath such as a high- 
tension magneto or a modern car- 
burettor, by which so many other 
veteran cars have been largely spoilt 
historically. 

To my great relief, everything was 
original and intact. Here at last was 
a true veteran which had escaped 
vandalism at the hands of the “‘im- 
prover.”’ 

In the knowledge that this year of 
grace would mark the half-century 
since this famous old car performed 
so meritoriously in the ‘‘ Thousand,’’ 
I begged the Nuffield Organization to 
allow me to drive it another thousand 
miles, and with characteristic prompti- 
tude and thoroughness, the old car

hands. So it came about that on 
Thursday, May 18, Arthur Ayscough 
of the Morris Service Department, and 
I, with the veteran mounted on a 
lorry, set off on a journey of some 
six hundred miles to John o’ Groats, 
from which point we were due to start 
on Monday, May 22, for Land’s End 
and to return to Oxford, making in 
all a distance of 1,136 miles. 

As far as it was possible to ascer- 
tain, this ‘‘ end-to-end ’’ journey had 
not been accomplished by a car made 
during the last century since my dear 
old friend Hubert Egerton performed 
this remarkable feat on a steam car 
during the depth of the winter of 
1900. I know that the hardships he 
endured and the difficulties he had to 
overcome were prodigious. 

We needed special fuel with a 
density of 0.680, for the old warrior 
would have nothing to do with the 
existing brand, and so arrangements 
had to be made for supplies of this 


special Esso petrol to be in readiness 
at stated places. 

When we set out at 8.10 a.m. from 
John o’ Groats on May 22 the weather 
was very unfavourable and cold. 
Something like a gale was blowing, 
but fortunately behind us, and we 
made Wick well ahead of our 
schedule. Then came the much- 
dreaded Berridale Hill, with its 
average gradient of 1 in to and its 
maximum of 1 in 7. The descent into 
Berridale was, .if anything, steeper 
than the ascent, and so I let our lorry, 
which I had held back purposely for 
the fifst day’s run, go in front with 
its tail board down to act as a buffer 

“‘just in case.’’ It proved to be an 
unnecessary precaution, however, and 
the steep climb out of the valley was 
then tackled. 

The little car went up the grade in 
a truly astonishing manner and came 
te a temporary stop -on the 1 in 7 
section only owing to the belt slip- 
ping. We whipped on a new belt, 
and up she went like a two-year-old. 


The first night we spent at Bonar . 


Bridge (93 miles) where we found 
petrol supplies Awaiting us. The 
weather was worse than ever for the 


second day’s journey to Kingussie in 
the Grampian Mountains, but again 
we made our destination (92 mules) 
some 40 minutes ahead of our 
schedule, the only difficulty having 
been a broken belt. 

The third day’s journey was to 
Stirling, which made a total distance 
covered in the three days of 291 miles. 
No trouble was experienced en route 
and the old car was running perfectly. 
On the fourth day we reached Carlisle 
(total distance 400 miles, with 469 to 
go to Land’s End) with no mechanical 
trouble except a broken belt. 

And so this long journey southwards 
continued, day after day, with no 
more trouble or anxiety than we would 
have had with a car just off the pro- 
duction line. Shap Fell was a long 
but fairly easy climb and we duly 
reached Land’s End on Tuesday, 
May 30, precisely five minutes ahead 
of our schedule. We had covered the 
full 869 miles. 

It would be an overstatement to say 


IN A 51-YEAR-OLD WOLSELEY 


we “‘flew”’ up all the short but very 
steep hills of Devonshire and Corn- 
wall; in fact, I am reminded of the 
words of the Duke of Wellington after 
the Battle of Waterloo:—‘‘It was a 
damned near thing, Sir; the nearest 
thing you ever saw in your life.”’ But 
when matters became critical, my 
noble and self-sacrificing companion 
exercized his legs for a brief spell, 
which effectively saved the. situation. 

On Wednesday, May 31, we con- 
tinued our journey to Okehampton (98 


miles) and then to Wincanton (81 
miles) and finally to Oxford (85 miles), 
making a total. distance covered in 
twelve days of 1,136 miles. And this, 
if you please, by a 51-year-old 
Wolseley ! 

Throughout the whole journey, I 
did not once engage top gear; a car 
with tiller steering and an engine 
firing about once per telegraph pole 
is not quite good enough, but we kept 
up a fair cruising speed of some 18 
m.p.h. which meant that we covered 
about 14 miles in each hour. 

My thanks are due to engineer 
Charles van Eugen, of Morris, for pre- 
paring the car in such an able manner, 
and to my companion Arthur Ays- 
cough for his invaluable help and en- 
couragement. Morris Garages and 
Nuffields gave us a splendid welcome 
when the Voiturette finally reached 
Oxford. 

This is truly an amazing old car; 
for a veteran of 51 years, which has 
never been modernized by a single nut 
or split pin, to give pleasurable and 
trouble-free motoring of nearly twelve 
hundred miles is a feat almost unique 
in the annals of “‘ veteran carism "’

The virtual 
scratch men, J. Willment and J. Wil- 
kins, both with Type 51s (R. O. Ayr- 
ton’s and the ex-Allan-Arnold cars, 
respectively) struggled valiantly, but 
could not overcome their handicaps, and 
victory went to the Type 37 of J. H. 
Pratt, with Birrell’s Type 35 in second 
place. 
This over, there was a luncheon inter- 
val, which foxed those enthusiasts who 
had not read their programmes and had 


bolted an early lunch before the start 
of - the Then came the piéce 
de résistance, in the shape of a 

car relay race. Those who remember the 
L.C.C. relay races at Brooklands in by- 
gone days will know what fun these 
events can be, and certainly this one was 
no exception. Twenty-three teams com- 
peted, and only two fell out, which in 
itself was praiseworthy; again, the han- 
dicapping rather favoured the slower 


-cars, but this did nothing to detract 


from the spectacle. At the start Sydney 
Allard, leading the J2 Allard team, Ken 
McAlpine with the first Connaught, and 
Tyrer’s very fast ‘‘1940 Mille Miglia’’ 
B.M.W., had an interesting tussle until 
Tyrer spun round at Stowe. Allard built 
up a lead from the Connaught (these two 
teams sharing the scratch mark), but 
during the second half-hour Rodney 
Clarke quickly overhauled Clarkson's 
Allard, to reverse the order, putting in 
the fastest lap in this race in the pro- 
cess, at 78.09 m.p.h. 

As each car completed its lap at the 
end of the half-hour period, it was 
flagged off into the finishing enclosure, 
the driver then dismounting and sprint- 
ing across to the next car in the team,

PIPELINES 

The “Drill’’ for Satisfactory Results 

(62765.]—Referring to [62724], providing the following drill 
is applied, no trouble at all should be experienced with flexible 
fuel and oil pipes. 

(1) Ensure that the type of hose to be installed has been 
approved by the Royal Aircraft Establishment at Farnborough, 
and when ordering clearly state whether the pipe or pipes are 
— for petrol or oil, and the peak pressure to be encoun- 
tered. 

(2) When installed, the tubing should be of sufficient length 
to obviate any possibility of the hose being strained, par- 
ticularly immediately behind the end connections, and, if 
necessary, elbow connections should be employed. 

(3) Obviate any possibility of the hose chafing against the 
engine or frame and ensure that the tubing does not come in 
contact with any moving parts. 

(4) If possible avoid the use of non-swivelling male connec- 
tions, as the tubing is liable to be torsionally strained when 
being assembled. 

Finally, return the tubing periodically (it is suggested at 
the end of each season) to the manufacturers for inspection and 
test—most well-established manufacturers will be only too 
pleased to carry out this work free of charge.

EUROPEAN DIESELS 
U.S.A. Types Not Comparable 


[62766.}]—Your correspondent Mr. H. Kummen [62716] asks 
for comment on a statement made at a recent meeting of 
American automotive engineers that ‘‘ types of diesel engines 
acceptable in Great Britain and on the Continent would not 
be tolerated in this country because of their limited power, 
generally rougher performance and lack of economy.”’ 
Another instance of banging the big drum, I am afraid. 
To deal with the phrase “‘ because of their limited power.’ 
BritisM@jiesels of 250 b.h.p. are available for road duties where 
this power is necessary. For example, the Meadows 6DCo70, 
in its pressure-charged form, delivers this power. Most general 
applications, however, can be handled satisfactorily by a real 
everyday output of 125-150 b.h.p., which is the normal rating 
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for medium-heavy traffic in the U.K. Engines and vehicles in 
these categories are giving good service all over the world and 
are handling the most arduous duties. 

The British automotive diesel engine compares more than 
favourably with the product of any other country on the score 
of ‘‘ roughness of performance.”’ This includes general well- 
mannered controllability. Current British diesels are surpris- 
ingly smooth and quiet in operation. Development is, of 
course, continuous, and the new Leyland Aphonic injector, 
now standard, is an example. From the information at my 
disposal I Jearn that the Californian highways are troubled with 
smoking, smelling ‘‘oil-burners.’’ It is rare indeed to 
encounter diesel smoke in any quantity on British roads. For 
one thing the British operator is very keenly aware that diesel 
smoke costs money and the authorities do not take a very 
tolerant view of such vehicles. 

The statement as to fuel consumption is completely at 
variance with the facts. No American manufacturer can offer 
a normal production diesel which can approach the guaranteed 
specific fuel consumption of leading British engines: 0.36 or 
0.37lb per b.h.p. per hour can be obtained from engines pro- 
duced by, for example, Gardners, Leylands, A.E.C. or 
Meadows. On some engine types figures even better than 
these are available. Comparisons are sometimes odious but 
it is fair to point out that the average American engine is 
well over 0.4 and some are almost up to the 0.5 mark. It is 
true to say that the average British engine is at least 20 per 
cent better than the average American on the score of fuel 
economy. These facts are indisputable and easily verified. 

The medium-sized diesel vehicle has been very highly 
developed indeed in the U.K. with a degree of economy, relia- 
bility, smoothness and long life that has not been equalled 
elsewhere. These qualities are such that few British 
operators now use petrol for anything but the smallest vehicles. 
This is not yet the case in U.S.A. R. L. Fow rer,

DISABLED CONVERSIONS 
Servos Essential for Finger-light Operation? 


[62767.]—I am interested to read Mr. J. R. Edisbury’s 
comment [62742]. I should very much like to know how he 
gets ‘‘ finger light *’ control without assistance. 

If this is possible in the ordinary way, why do the manu- 
facturers put pedals, with a ratio of anything from 5 to 8:1, 
to operate the clutch, which evidently needs considerable pres- 
sure to take the drive? It stands to reason that the same 
pressure must be exerted to release it, otherwise the clutch 
would slip. 

As the designer of what he calls ‘‘ multiple servo mechan- 
isms,’’ I should like to tell him, being a disabled man myself 
and the patentee of the Feeny and Johnson outfit, that this 
was laid out in the simplest possible manner tc make what 
are literally ‘‘ finger light’’ controls, and at the same time 


e outfit referred to is the simplest possible arrangement, 
and to the best of my knowledge, despite a tremendous lot of 
experimental work, I have yet to find a more simple way of 
overcoming the difficulties. If your correspondent is in Lon- 
don in the near future, I should be very pleased to see his 
conversion.

CONVERTER ARCING 
Caused by Back E.M.F 


[62770.]—As a radio engineer I was surprised to read the 
remark of Mr. J. H. Worth in [62751] relating to the use of 
a resistance d on a 6-volt car radio when in use on a 
12-volt supply. . Worth is apparently unaware of the fact 
that the arcing at vibrator contacts is caused by the back e.m.f. 
set up when the current through the vibrator and transformer 
is broken, the result of the inductance of the transformer 
windings. In a normal case this e.m.f. will be considerably 
in excess of 12 volts, probably nearer 100 volts, and it is de- 
pendent only upon the current flowing in the circuit immedi- 
ately before the contacts break. As this current will be the 
same under both 6-volt and 12-volt (with resistance) condi- 


tions, then a similar degree of arcing will take in doth 
cases, and the argument put forward by Mr. Worth is com- 
pletely invalid. 


The only valid objection to the use of a resistance dropper 
is that of wastage of power, as the power dissipated to waste 
in the resister is equal to the consumption of the set. 

Hoping this may clear up this point. M. L.

_ oo it might be possible to do 
this job without an unduly bad 
effect on engine cooling, it should be 
remembered that it probably would not 
make a very worth while petrol saving. 
You would have to use the gear box 
much more extensively, and whereas a 
normal lower powered car would be more 
economical, your engine would still have 
to do the same work in propelling a 
heavy engine and heavy car. 

Even if you installed a smaller engine, 
known for its economy, it would be 
found that the customary petrol con- 
sumption of that engine would rise con- 
siderably by virtue of the extra work it 
would have to do. It is therefore doubt- 
ful whether your suggestion is worth the 
work and cost involved. 


De Dion Rear Axle 


I have often Seen references in your 
columns to a De Dion rear axle and 
would be glad if you would explain what 
this means. A.B. D.

‘THE De Dion rear axle is normally 

used for racing cars only and it 
differs from the normal type inasmuch 
as the differential housing is bolted to 
the chassis, and the drive taken to the 
wheels by half shafts each with univer- 
sal joints. The wheels are located by a 
separate axle beam which curves round 
the differential housing and is connected 
to it so that it cannot move laterally but 
is, at the same time, free to move in an 
up and down direction. 

The purpose of this construction is to 
reduce the unsprung weight,.which is par- 
ticularly important on a racimg car~be- 
cause the car itself is so light and it is 
easy for the ratio of sprung to unsprung 
weight to be bad. One of the main 
reasons why the De Dion axle is not very 
suitable for touring cars is that the 
universal joints in the half shafts have to 
withstand a good deal of running.out of 
true, which causes more wear than with 
a normal axle. 

As a point of interest this axle was de- 
signed in the last century!

possible without examination of the car 
However, it may be that your previous 
engine was particularly smooth and that 
the reconditioned engine now fitted is 
not quite so well balanced. It seems 
rather, however, that the transmission 
may be the cause of the trouble as you 
experience vibration in top gear only, 
whereas if it were caused by the engine 
it would probably be experienced at the 
same engine speed in other gears It 
would therefore be worth while making 
a careful examination of the drive.

Excess Carbon 


My 1933 Austin Seven was rebored for 
the first time at 83,000 miles in Feb- 
ruary, 1949, and new valves and guides, 
and new pistons and rings were fitted 
Before the rebore, oil consumption was 
about: 1,000 miles per pint, but since 
then it has been about 300 miles per 
pint. This slight increase does not worry 
me unless it accounts for the following 
complaint. 

Before the re-bore, the car would go 


satisfactorily for up to 20,000 miles 
before decarbonizing, and seven of the 
original valves were still fairly good, 
apart from wear on the stems, when il 
was rebored. It ran many miles satisfac- 
torily on Pool petrol. Since the rebore, 
it goes only about 3,000 miles, and on 
the last occasion, 1,000 miles, before the 
tops of the exhaust valve stems become 
sticky, and the valves fail to close 
properly; unless cleaned immediately, 
the exhaust valves become damaged. 

I have had two new sets of exhaust 
valves since the rebore, in 10,000 miles. 
My garage blame the present petrol, but 
I feel there may be some other cause.

If the ignition circuit is sound and 
accurately set and, similarly, the carbu- 
rettor delivers the correct mixture, you 
should not suffer from extra carbon de 
posits.

FRANCORCHAMPS ws seaosinas BRILLIANT INTERVENTION BY SOMMER 


HE Belgians suspected that recent 
a. road widening, resurfacing and the 
smoothing out of the Stavelot hair- 
pin had made the Francorchamps circuit 
the fastest in Europe, and when practis- 
ing for the Belgian Grand Prix started, 
confirmation was soon obtained. Farina, 
current leader in the contest for Cham- 
ionship of Europe, took out a 158 Alfa 
aes and did a lap in 4min 37sec at a 
speed of 114.03 m.p.h. This was 12.3 
m.p.h. better than his fastest lap last 
year on a Maserati and a clear 12 m.p.h. 
better than Wimille’s best lap on the 
winning Alfa in 1947. He was actually 
42 seconds faster than Lang’s record lap 
with the 3-litre Mercedes in 1939, 
although Lang in those days had 813 
yards farther to go. 

Nor was the excitement yet over. 
Fangio then got into the same car and 
exactly equalled Farina’s time. Rarely 
has there been such a striking demonstra- 
tion of equal ability by two front-rank 
drivers under identical conditions, and it 
provided convincing evidence of the 
stature the Argentine champion has 
attained in his short career ,in top-rank 
racing. 

Ferraris sent only two cars. They 
arrived late and seemed to have been 
hurriedly prepared. Development work 
is still being done on the De Dion rear 
axle, as the universaJs gave trouble at 
Berne, so Villoresi was using the latest 
twin-cam two-stage 1}-litre engine in the 
long Monza chassis with swing axles at 
the rear, and Ascari had a similar chassis 
but with the unblown 3.3-litre three-car 
burettor single-cam engine used for thi 
Mille Miglia. This unit is said to give 
about 260 b.h.p 

After some time on brake adjustments 
necessitated by a new type of drum 
Villoresi went out at the same time as 
Sommer, who was driving his own old 
model Talbot, in the absence of a Ferrari 
A magnificent duel ensued for~ severa’ 





laps during which Sommer actually 
equalled Villoresi’s best time of 4min

49sec, and the best of the works Talbots, 
with the twin ignition heads and triple 
horizontal carburettors, said to give 40 
b.h.p. more than. Sommer’s engine, 
achieved only 4min 52sec in the hands 
of Etancelin. 

Attracted by the news of these develop- 
ments, a record crowd swarmed over the 
forest slopes of the Ardennes on Sunday. 

The R.A.C. of Belgium favours a small 
and select entry, and expects them to 
cover the full traditional Grand Prix dis- 
tance of 500 kilometres. The big ques- 
tion was, therefore, could the Alfas 
succeed where the Maseratis failed last 
year and make up enough time on the 
Talbots to cover the extra fuel stops 
needed with the blown 1}-litre engines? 

With a blown 1} and an unblown 3.3- 
litre, Ferrari seemed to be backing both 
horses. 


At the line-up on the sloping grid 
opposite the grandstand, Farina, Fangio 
and Fagioli had front line positions for 
their Alfa Romeos, then came Villoresi 
and Sommer, then Ascari in the third 
row, providing a splash of red among the 
blue works Talbots of Etancelin, Rosier, 
Giraud -Cabantous, Levegh (a single 
ignition head, this one) and Chaboud. 
Finally there were the remaining inde- 
pendents, Claes of Belgium with his 
yellow Talbot, Crossley on his British 
Alta and Branca on a 4 CL Maserati. 

With a terrific burst of acceleration, 
Fangio snatched the lead from Farina as 
they went into the difficult turn on the 
bridge over the Eau Rouge, and both 
Villoresi and Ascari managed to insinuate 
themselves in ahead of Fagioli, while 
Sommer clung to the tail of the Italian 
pack, ahead of all the works Talbots. 

Almost at. once Fagioli closed up and 
passed Villoresi to put the Alfas in first 
three places, and. Ferrari hopes suffered

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a setback after two laps when Ascari 
came into the pits with a flat rear tyre 
nd lost over 30 seconds changing the 
vheel.

After eight laps the tail-end cars were 
being lapped by the leaders and Villoresi 
dived past Crossley opposite the grand- 
stand. Then, amid wild excitement, 
Sommer closed up and passed Villoresi 
at Burnenville, placing himself fourth 
behind the three Alfas, which were just 
about due to refuel. 

At eleven laps Fangio stopped for fuel 
and Sommer moved to third place. At 
twelve laps, Farina refuelled and Sommer 
moved up another place. At thirteen 


laps Fangio stopped for fuel, and Som- 
mer was leading the race, 26 seconds 
ahead of Farina! By magnificent
